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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 and 1 1-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Marchessault et al (US 5,451,456 or WO 91/13207). 

Rejection is maintained for reason of record and following. 

The claim 3 of Marchessault et al teaches a latex comprising the instant non- 
crystalline PHB/V copolyester as pointed out by the examiner. Said latex encompasses 
any concentration in water as evidenced by the teaching at col. 7, lines 48-51 wherein 
20-100% PHB/HV latex is taught, and the invention is not limited to the working 
example 1 using 21 %. Thus, a formulation comprising 1 00% PHB/HV latex or at least 
90% PHB/HV latex and up to10 % synthetic latex (co)polymers would form a water- 
resistant non-crystalline film at ambient temperature since a higher concentration would 
yield tighter interaction and/or physical crosslinking between polymer molecules, and 
applicant failed to show otherwise. 

Claims 1 and 1 1-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Marchessault et al (US 5,451,456 or WO 91/13207) in view of Miyagawa et al (US 
4,016,306). 

Rejection is maintained for reason of record and following. 
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The examiner didn't state that one would substitute a polyester for the acrylic 
resin of Miyagawa et al as asserted by applicant. Marchessault et al teach employing 
the art well known synthetic latex (co)polymers up to 10 parts by weight of the solids at 
col. 7, lines 13-18, and thus the use of said acrylic resin in Marchessault et al would be 
obvious.
